Grandly amil peacefully he 
waitedfer the end, kmowing full well 
that i¢ was near, for Dr. Putnam told the 
suffererm week ago that it must come.

His second wife avas a daughter 
of Oliver Wendell, and of her five children 
the third was the renowned genialist and 
“Autocrat of the Breakfast Table.” 

In 1889 he was chosem professor of anat- 
omy and physiology a¢ Dartmouth, and in 
‘1840 married Amelia Lee, daughter of 
Judge Charles Jackson of the supreme 
court of Massachusetts. A som of this 
marriage, Oliver Wendell, Jr., born March 
8, 1841, maade a very honorable record in 
the war for the Union, and has attained 
high rank as a jurist. In 1889 he was made 
a member ef the supreme court of Massa- 
chusetts, having previously published va- 
rious law works.

There is not only good sense buta 
note as warning in the following edi- 
torial in the current Harper's Weekly. 
The tendency is very evident these 
days among stieet railway corporations 
to extend their business to include not 
only passenger traffic, but freight busi- 
ness in their service, and with this ex- 
tension there is sure to-come a greater

For several years past there has been 
a zealous agitation in favor of the im- 
provement of country roads. As pointed 


.| out-from time to time 4n_this paper, 


this agitation, this movement, is now 
resulting ina practical betterment of 
the highways in many localities, and a 
general discussion- of ways and means 
to such ends in almost every enlight- 
ened neighborhood in the country. 

But the road-improvers and makers 
of road laws need to be on their guard, 
for it has been demonstrated time and 
again in the near neighborhood of large 
cities that so soon as country roads in 
populous neighborhoods ox" between 
prosperous villayes have been graded 
and paved, the builders,.of trolley rail- 
roads.’pouncé ‘upon them aad divert 
them almost completely from the pur- 
Foes for which they were intended. 

he extension cf trolley lines into the 
country should be encouraged. in all 
proper ways, but the public authorities, 
the law-makers, and the people should 
insist that these trolleys should be lo- 
cated in proper places. Such Prones 
places are not upon paved. road-beds, 
nor yet on the spaces bet een the pave- 
ments and the ditches. 

The. pavemént of a macadamized 
roadway is meant to drive on; it is in- 
jured very seriously by having a horse- 
car track on it; for driving purposes it 
1s ruined by having a trolley track upon 
it—ruined as complevely as though an 
ordinary railroad track were placed 
over the pavement. Nor-should-the 
spaces between the pavement and the 
ditches be used for railway tracks, for 
these spaces are admirable driving 
roads more than half the time, and the 
rest of the time are needed for drain- 
age purposes in taking: the~ rainfall 
from the pavement to the ditches, A 
railway track of any kind would inter- 
rupt this drainage, which is of the 
greatest possible importance, as the 
macadam pavement is, after all, as 
much in the nature, of a roof as any- 


of road-building maintained that ifa 
road-bed were made dry by drainage, 
and Kept dry by an impervious cover: 
ing, it would-carry any load that could 
be placed upon it. And the experience 
of four generations have proved that 
Macadam was right in his theory, But 
if we break this roof for a railway track, 
or if we interrupt the surface flow of 
water by arailway track on the side, 
then the whole purpose of the road 
construction has been defeated. 

It is desirable, however, that trolley 


roads, for then they are easily accessi- 
ble. The natural place for shen! is on 
the road-side beyond the ditches. This 
location involves the expense of grad- 


the -builders-of trolleys_endeavor to se-

Sucha provision of the law would 
compel trolley roads to-seek and find 
other locations for their lines, and 
would-leave the common._roads for the 
uninterrupted use for which they were 
intended. 

When the railroad came into exist- 
ence, two generations ago, the effort 
to secure good common roads in Ameri- 
ca was abandoned, because it was fan-

tnat there are men that will walk back- 
ward to stare at any woman decently 
good Jooking. 

Now, the question naturally arises, 
‘Would these same women be advanced 
if they were possessed of that divine 
prerogative of their sex—beauty? If 
they were even round and rosy and pret- 


ty? It is all very Well to talk about the: 


commanding strength of heredity and 
curtailed power of the environment, but 
just transform an ugly woman into a 
pretty one, and she wil] leap from pes- 


simism to..optimism like a torrent of 


water that has been unnaturally dam- 
med. 

For men make this world a very 
pleasant place for pretty women even 


for those who do not take undue liber- | 


ties with the decaJogue. Most women 
with beauty marry young and are quite 


content to let some one else fight the 


battle of life for them. If they make a 
mistake, they quietly divorce the defi- 
cient party in the contract, and, with 
ripened judgment, marry again. Those 
who don’t marry and are forced to earn 
their own living find the way much 
easier if they please the eye of man, and 
naturally ‘they tuke an optimistic view 
of life. loos 

I am not prepared to deny that they 
meet many bold, bad men in the finan- 
cial arena, but a keen witted girl can 
manage any man, and such trials are 
not to be mentioned in the same hour 
with the dreary, hopeless, mud _ footed, 
backbone wilted tramp of the homely 
woman, The latter will ‘‘get there,’’ 
of course, if she has brains and persist- 
ence, but no success can compensate for 
that bleak and mortifying retrospect. No

Is beauty on the de- 
cline? For the ranks of the advanced are 
now. many and many thousands strong. 
The suffrage movement, the temperance 
movement, the antiman movement, the 
anti-in-general moyement, all of which 
may be grouped under the general 
head of -womanism, are filling space like 
a mighty flock of-crows and hiding the 
light of the stars, Of course their chil- 
dren—if they condescend to have any— 
will be hideous, and the ultimate pros- 
pect is awful, for nothing that the hu- 
man brain can evolve can ever take the 
place of beauty, whether it be beauty of 
face, of art or of a mountain under a 
purple mist. And as these women are as 
absolutely without the sense of beanty 
as they are without proportion and hn- 
mor the natural result will be, if they 
multiply and overrun the earth, that 
beauty and the perception of it will dis- 
appear.

Brand New Organization Formed 
"with a Strong Platform, 


Yt May Bea Very Important | 


Factor In State Politics. 
Board of. Directors Comprising Many of Our 
__Most Distinguished Citizens. 


This week has seen the birth of a brand 
new organization which is likely to form a 
very important factor in the general pol- 
itical situation in Massachusetts. : 

The Massachusetts Anti-Double-Taxa- 
al is the natural outgrowth of 
the efforts made for several years by many 
public-spirited gentlemen to redeem Mas- 
sachusetts from the stigma of having the 
most illiberal system of_ taxation of any 
state in the Union. These gentlemen 
presented to the legislature of 1894 one of 
the most remarkable petitions ever made. 
It contained the signatures of nearly 10,000 
people; the unanimous requests of the 22 
great trade organizations constituting the 
Boston Associated Board of Trade; the 
unanimous vote of 87 similar organizations 
which make up the Massachusetts State 
Board of Trade, and the unanimous vote 
of the City Council of Boston. This peti- 
tion was supported by vigorous addresses by 
distinguished. citizens, nevertheless it was 
treated by the legislative oommittee with 
scant courtesy. se. 
were given leave to withdraw, and their 
principal bill was rejected by a consider- 
able majority. rie 

The League now formed is a very strong 
one; its membership consists of actively 
interested people throughout the common- 
wealth. Among its directors are found 
the strongest representative men of large 
affairs, and its platform of principles is so 
simple and straightforward as to commend 
itself at once to every thoughtful citizen. 

Declaration of Principles. 

DovuBLE TAXATION is essentially unjust 
and injurious to the best interests of the 

commonwealth. The object of the league is 
the abolition of double taxation, whether 
this taxation falls upon -~- : : 

Property protected elsewhere and already 
taxed, or ui 

Both borrower and lender in respect of 
the same property, or upon 

Income derived from property already 
taxed. 

. Also the abolition ofthe taxation of ob- 
ligations of the state or muhi¢ipalities of 
Massachusettes, 6f which the interest is 
already # product of tdXation, and the prin- 
cipal must be raised by taxation. 

We, therefore, mutually associate our- 
selves for the purpose of urging upon our 
fellow citizens, and especially upon the 
legislature, such amendments in the laws 
as will correct the system in these particu- 
lars; and also strenuously to oppose any 
of those changes in the laws, now advo- 
cated, which would tend to aggravate the 
evils of DoUBLE. TAXATION. ; 

’ No ene can deny that double taxation is 
unjust. No one will dispute that all really’ 
tangible property outside of Massachusetts 
is protected and taxed where itis. The 
‘attempt to tax again here the paper repre- 
sentatives of such property is a miserable 
failure, as all attempts to work injustice 
will always be. ‘l'o tax a merchant's stock 
in trade for all of which he owes, besides 
taxing his capital, is an outrage; to tax 
income derived from _ property already 
taxed is contrary to the spirit of the law, 
and the effort is now to be made to. so 
amend the letter of the law as to abolish 
this injustice. The taxation of municipal 
bonds can only result in added burdens 
upon all---taxpayers,-- The has 
pledged itself to work for the abolition of 
all these injustices, also to oppose every 
effort to add to taxpayers’ burdens.
